one at BrloeTiUe, Tenn., last Decem- 
ber, the matter is obronicled with 
scare beads, on tba (oleRraph pages 
of the daily papere. Bttt by far the 
larger part of ibe fatalities occur In 
■mailer groups and in the rash of 
our national daily life, pass unno- 
ticed. Ttie yearly death roll is still 
In excess of 2,000, with nearly 
double that number Injurud, in ad- 
dition to those who are killed oat- 
right." 

"Though the intelligent and'enor- 
monsly helpful actlyltles of tb e men 
counected with ^the ^ United S tates 
Governmelit bureau of inines, an.ed- 
ucatlonal oampaign has been ag- 
gressively conducted, for a few j-ears 
past, which has jQeeu directly res- 
ponsible for a material redaction in 
the number and geveritles of mine 
disasters. However, tlie bureau is 
limited to efforts of advisory nature 
only owing to our laws, so that the 
use of the deadly and ultra-danger- 
ous explosives, such as black j pow- 
der, still oontinue la nine- tenths _or 
more of tbe mines tbroaghoat tbe 
United States.
